No. F.10(292)/60-Lab.— The following draft of rules to amend 
the Delhi Workmen’s Compensation (Occupational Diseases) 
Rules, 1962, which the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, proposes to 
make in exercise of the powers conferred by olausc (q) 
of sub-section (2) of section 32 of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1923 (8 of 1923) read with the Notification of the Govern- 
ment of India, Ministry of Labour and Employment, No. 
S.O. 108 dated the 14th February, 1958, is published, as re- 
quired by sub-section (1) of section 34 of the said Act, for the 
information of persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice 
is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into con- 
sideration on the expiry of three months from the date of 
its publication, together with any objections or suggestions that 
may be received in respect thereto within the said period. 

The objection and/or suggestions should be addressed to 
the Chief Inspector of Factories, 1-Rajpur Road. Delhi. 

RULES 

1. Short title.— These rules may be called the Delhi Work- 
men's Compensation (Occupational Diseases) (Amendment) 
Rules, 1963. 

2. Amendment of rule 7.— In the Delhi Workmen’s Com 
pensation (Occupational Diseases) Rules, 1962, (hereinafter 
referred to as “the said Rules’ ), for rule 7, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“7 Certification of cases.— ( I) The claim for compensation 
in respect of a workman contracting any disease 
specified in Part C of Schedule III to the Act shall 
be supported by a certificate issued by a qualified 
medical practitioner in Form ‘A’ appended to these 
Rules; 

Provided that where the contracting of such a disease has 
resulted in death or permanent disablement of the 
worker the claim shall also be supported by an en- 
dorsement on the certificate, in form *B’ appended to 
these Rules by the Medical Board, and in case of 
difference of opinion between the qualified medical 
practitioner and the Medical Board, the opinion of 
the Medical Board shall prevail.” 

3. Addition of Forms A and B.— In the said rules, after rule 
7, the following forms shall be added, namely:—
